II. holds ll,selt 
nlool from the broils o( cluUy Hie. except iia 
they might happen to come, by due legal 
process, within the sphere of the New York 
bar. lU lead story Is likely to be a decision 
of the court of appeals, In all Its fascinating 
lavolutlons. Its pages conlalrucohimn after 
column of cases pending, being tried, or re- 
cently decided. 

In short, the New York Law Journal Is the 
Inst place In the world in which you might 
expect the wolf to show lil.s leering counte- 
nance. Yet, on Jan. 'Jl. ihc Law Journal de- 
voted two lull L-oltunn.s to an editorial titled 
"Is the Term -Wolf Libelous?" 

The editorial writer went about his task 
with typical legallHtic thorough nos.i. First he 
asked himself, "What precisely Is a wolf?" 
The ^5 volumes of "WorcLs'and Phrases Ju- 
dicially Defined" failed to yield up an answer 
In nil their 45,000 pages. 

Then he consulted the dictionary, which 
told him thnt '"wolf" could be "any ravenous, 
cruel or rapacious person or thing." But In the 
Bible he found Isaiah mentioning sonictliing 
about the wolf dwelling In peace with the 
Jamb. 

Confused by this clash of definitions, the 
editorial writer consulted his friends. A re- 
cent debutante scoffefl nt the idea of libel. 
8hc told him that the male "wolf" was as 
necessary to social gaiety as the female "goid 
digger." and not half as dangerous. A former 
belle of the nineties; however, defined "wolf 
as "a man w)th unscrupulous designs on un. 
sophisticated girls." 

(Fortunately, perhaps, he did not conic up- 
on the cynical and uncompromising miss 
who Is on record with the simple statement 
that "A wolf la a man.") 
Still groping, the Law Journal's man turn- 
. ed to the pages of English and American legal 
decisions. And here he found that calling a 
man a dog la not libel— Socrates having said 
that the more ho saw of some men the more 
he liked his dog— but that It had been libelous 
to call a man a skunk, a hog, a frozen snake 
or an Itchy old toad. 

Taking due account of precedent, the Law 
Journal accordingly decided that "wolf" is 
probably not a libelous appellation, unless 
spoken with mallcioua Intent to injure. 

To this definitive and comforting opinion, 
wc can only add our guess that, however 
malicious the intent, the accusation is seldom 
resented. Tliero may be a pretense of offend- 
ed denials. But show us the gay dog (a non- 
llbelous term) who, when someone cries 
"wolf at him. will not smirk a bit and. sur- 
reptitiously, straighten his tie and .-iet hl.s 
hat at a Jauntier angle.

Man With a Mania for Political Suicide, or Is It? 




BLOOD FOR BLOOD DONORS . 
The Journal of the American Medical as- 
sociation has announced a scries of experi- 
ments which tend toward perfecting the mer- 
ciful, miraculous, and llte-savJng business of 
blood donation. Physicians at New York uni- 
versity antl the U. S. public health labora- 
torlEs In New York City have suspended 
donors' red blood colls (which are usually 
wasted) In dextrose, and reinjected the solu- 
tion into the donors' veins. Tlius donors have 
been able to give blood every week for 12 
weeks. 

But the experiments are not so hopeful as 
they fiound. For the new method would re- 
quire separating the plasma from the blood 
, cells at the blood donor center. And this can't 
be done now. for there are only 12 laboratories 
In the country capable of processing blood for 
the armed forces' demands. 

Still, the present lack of facilttles and per- 
sonnel do not detract from the new experi- 
ment's promise. It great need arose, facilities 
would probably be provided. Meanwhile, it fa 
good to know that any uncomfortable atter- 
e/fects of blood donation arc a step nearer 
to elimination.
